Ormsby, known also under half a 


dozen aliases, is in the present in- 
stance charged with impersonating a 
government official and defrauding 
John Aman, an ex-soldier residing 
near Avilla, out of the sum of $2.85 
on or about July 25 last, and it is be- 
lieved at least a dozen other soldiers 
in Noble and DeKalb counties have 
been taken in for various amounts by 
Ormsby's smooth tactics. 


HOW HE WORKS IT. 


Ormsby's method was to visit a 


small town under pretext of seeking 
a lost boy. supposed to be stopping 
with some unknown pensioner. From 
a notary public he would obtain the 
names of ex-soldiers who were re- 
ceiving pensions'. ,and as rapidly as 
possible visit them with the repre- 
sentation that he was an official in 
the United States pension office for 
Indiana, acting under the authority 
of State Pension Agent Leighty. He 
would represent that some irregu- 
larity had been discovered in their 
pension papers, and that they were 
in danger of either having the pen- 
sion greatly reduced or having it cut 
off altogether.

to doubt the frankness of the official 
statement of the physicians that the 
opening of a few stitches of 
the 


wound last night "cannot ^ive use 
to other complications,*" 


And Dr. Rixey this morning was 


emphati: in his 
insistence of the 


complete truth of the statement. The 
opening of the wound was ia no sense 
an operation. 
It was more iu the 


natrre of a redressing of the wound, 
ail antiseptic dressing to allay the 
slight irritation that had appealed. 
WAS SLEEPING PEACEFULLY. 
Between 1 o. TO. and daylight, when 


one of the nurses came out for a 
breath of air and stated that the 
president was sleeping peacefully,

The fact that the wound in the 


president's abdomen is not healing by 
"first intention." is not a situation 
unusual in such cases, explained one 
of the president's physicians. 
On 


the contrary it is usual for gunshot 
wounds to heal in what is termed 
"second intention" thiough granula- 
tion. 
Especially is this the case 


with older persons, whereas, in the 
cass of young people they usually 
heal by "first intention." 


NO BLOOD POISONXNG. 


"There is absolutely no indication 


of blood poisoning in the president's 
case/' said the doctor when a news- 
paper man hinted that the irritation 
which had appeared at'the exterior 
wound might have partaken of that 
nature. 


As the morning1 advanced and the 


usual activities of the day began the 
feeling of 'confidence began to grow 
stronger. 
It was noted as a good 


sign that the physicians outside of 
the house had not returned up to 8:10 
o'clock, so that it was clear there had 
been no alarming symptoms during 
the early hours of the morning. The 
day was bleak and cheerless and gave 
a rather gloomy outlook as to the 
surroundings.

The stay of the doctors was rather 


longer than usual, but this was to be 
expected after the events of last 
night. There was intense anxiety to 
learn the fhst announcement of the 
morning, as this was looked forward 
to an an index of the day. 
It was 


noted that no cabinet 
office: had 


called since early last evening, so 
that it was apparent that those near- 
est to the president in an official ca- 
pacity were not alarmed over the 
happenings of last night. 


The conference broke up at 9:15 


and five minutes later r>r+ Mynter 
left the house. 


"It's all good news/* said he. as he 


reached the rope at which half a hun- 
dred newspaper men were congre- 
gated. 
"The action we took last 


night has proved beneficial and I 
feel more confident in the president's 
recovery than at any time since he 
was shot* Everything is favorable 
and we have tripled the amount of 


taken cut 'the atltches in the wound 
last night. He described the neces- 
sity for the action, explaining that 
an irritation of the skin was not un- 
usual in such cases. He said that, 
generally 
speaking, the president 


was doing excellently. 
He drank 


water freely, passed it freely, and the 
condition of his bowels was satis- 
factory. Dr. Hoswell Park, who 
came from the house two minutes 
later, gave the most positive assur- 
ances of satisfaction ut the condition 
of affairs and in addition gave the 
Associated Press many of the cir- 
cumstantial details of the case at this 
moment to allay any apprehensions. 


NOT AN OPERATION. 


"What was done last night," said 


he, "should not be called a* second- 
aiy operation' or any 'operation' at 
all. as it was nothing of that kind. 
It was just that ordinary care given 
to an incision that is called for by the 
requirements of surgery. In fact, as 
affecting the patient, it was little 
more than opening his vest, so the 
opening of the incision should not be 
given an erroneous interpretation. 
No one of us in particular performed 
the work, as might be the case if any- 
thing in the nature of an operation 
had occurred, but of all us assisted in 
what was done. Two stitches were 
taken out. but it was not necessary 
to make any new stitches." 


At this moment Mayor Diehl drove 


up and inquired of Dr. Park as to the 
real condition of affairs. 


"It could not be better," answered 


Dr. Park, in a most positive manner. 


"The pi evident is doing: well and 


everything following what was done 
last night has been most natural and 
satisfactory.*' 


NO ANESTHETICS USED. 


Then continuing his replies to the 


Associated Press. Dr. Park said: 


"No anesthetics were necessary or 


were even though of, as the course 
adopted was entirely too unimport- 
ant for anything1 of that kind. There 
has been no resort to any artificial 
processes. 
The president was per- 


fectly conscious and calm, and there 
was not the slightest depression fol- 
lowing the incident." 


Dr. Pai-k was asked as to the opera* 


tion of the bowels following- the first 
administration of beef juice by the 
mouth last night. 


"The results have been excellent/' 


he replied, "and this morning we 
nave increased the beef juice fed by 
the mouth. 
The bowels have moved 


showing that the natural digestive 
processes are operating and that the 
wounds'in the side of the stomach 
are not interfering with the proper 
assimilation of food going into it/* 


KEASSUEING ITEM. 


The bulletin dated 9 o'clock was 


given out at 9:45. and was considered 
very reassuring in every way, bear- 
ing out in an official way the state- 
ments made by the physicians before 
its appearance. 


Drs. McBumey and Mann emerged 


from the house together at 10:08. Dr. 
McBurney indicated not the slightest 
anxiety and he expressed surprise 
when informed th*t alarmist stories 
had followed the issuance of lost 
night's bulletin. 


"I think the bulletin was perfectly 


frank/' said he to an Associated 
Pi ess lepresentative. 
"We all unit- 


ed in the assurance that no complica- 
tions could follow/* 


Dr. McBurney then explained the 


character of the irritation which had 
made the reopening of the incision 
necessiry. 


"It was caused," said he. "just as 


we stated, by the fact that a piece of 
the president's coat was carried into 
the body by the bullet—not far, not 
over an inch. The bullet then slipped 
on through the fat. 
The fragment 


of the coat was, of course, removed 
when the operation was performed.

such an operation unusual?" he was 
asked. 


"Not in gunshot wounds, where 


foreign substances can be carried 
into the body," he replied. 
"Wher- 


ever contamination is possible that 
is liable to occur. Of course, in cases 
of simple operations, where clean in- 
struments are used, nothing of the 
sort should happen. 
When this irri- 


tation occurs pus or serum is some- 
times found when 
the wound is 


opened." 


"Was any pus found in this case?" 
14No, not a suggestion of pus. There 


was a tfhin fluid exuded as a result of 
the inflammation as was to be ex- 
pected," 


Dr. HcBurney said he had not de- 


cided just when he would return 
home, "If I remain over tonight, 
he said, "it will be solely because of 
my intense interest in the case." 


COXTLD MOVE M'KINLEY. 


When asked as to when the presl 


dent could be moved, foe said that no 
question as to that had arisen. 


"If it were necessary," said he 


"he could be moved today. He could 
be placed in an ambulance, tak^n to 
the train, placed on a lounge in a 
special car and taken to Washington. 
That is, so far as his condition it- 
concerned. 
But there is no leason 


why he should not enjoy every com- 
fort and take his time about i«. It 
will not hurt him to remain a few 
weeks in Buffalo." 


Dr. McBurney said that the inter- 


ior wounds had healed. 
Thar, he 


said, was proved 'by the mnnner in 
which the president had digested tho 
beef juice given to him last night. 
He said the president has relished 
the nourishment given him and that 
tomorrow he would be given white 
of egg and perhaps something else, 


Dr. Mann, who performed the orig- 


inal operation last Friday and who 
did the dressing of the* wound la*-t 
night, concurred in the expression of 
confidence which the other doctors 
had given. 


'MAY LET HIM SMOKE. 


"What was done last night," said 


Dr. Mann, "was merely the usual 
dressing of the incision of the abdo 
men requisite to keep it! in proper 
condition. The results were entirely 
satisfactory nnd the president's con- 
dition this morning shows the benefit 
of what was done. 
He is cheerfv 


and confident. In fact, he is doing so 
well that I would not be surprised i 
we let him have a cigar vbefore long 


"As to just when he can be moved 


that is not being considered, for the 
reason that he is much better off here 
than he -would be in Washing* or 
There the weather is intolerable in 
September, but here it is cool , 
bracing, which will count much in 
the stages of convalescence. 


"One 
of the most depressing hca 


periods I ever experienced was in 
Washington, in September, so that 
all things considered, I think tha 
you will lend much to the president* 
recovery to remain where he is a 
least until October." 


Dr. Mann was asked as to the rela 


tion of the outer incision to the iune 
wounds of the stomach. 


"They are quite separate," said he 


"The wounds of the stomach ar 
those made by the bullet, while th 
outer incision was that required by 
the surgical operation immediate! 


* after the shooting. As to the wound 
of the stomach, they were closed dur 
ing the operation, and now sufficien 
time has elapsed to permit 
th 


sutures to heal by natural process 
That this is progressing nicely is evi 
dent from the restoration of the nor 
mal digestive processes. Until las 
night we had not permitted food t 
enter the stomach by way of th 
mouth. 
But the administration o 


beef juice has proved so satisfactory 
that we have doubled the amount and 
will add the white of eggs. He is 
receiving as much as three and four 
teaspoonsful of beef juice an hour 
nnd this will be gradually increased." 


NO TROUBLE FROM BULLET. 
Dr. Mann was asked if the treat- 


ment of the wounds would in any 
way effect the course to be pursued 
as to extracting the bullet. 


"Not at All," he replied, "There :s 


no need of extracting the bullet. I 
have known a man who carried .1 
bullet in the muscles of his heart, 
In this case the bullet is encysted by 
this time and it is not a feature of 
the case to give further- concern " 


o determination beyond that of car- 


rying forward the policy already in- 
ugurated by the state department.

morning for the consultation they 
passed 'her sitting in the upper cor- 
ridor of the residence at work on her 
knitting. 
She was in good spirits, 


and after the visit of the doctors they 
gave their assent to her entering the 
sick room again. • She remained only 
a minute, as the physicians are avoid- 
ng any sapping of the president's 
strength by prolonged visits even by 
those nearest to him. 


MANY CALLERS. 


Secretaries Hay, Wilson and Hitch- 


cock arrived at the residence at 10:30 
and 
twenty 
minutes later Oen. 


Charles H. Grosvener, Judge A. S. 
Thompson, an old personal friend of 
the president's, who only reached the 
city this morning, and Frank Baird, 
of this city, were ushered in. 
'At 11 


o'clock Postmaster G-eneral Smith en- 
tered the house. 


At 12:20 Governor Yates, of Illi- 


nois, and State Senator Templeton 
chairman of the exposition commis- 
sion of Illinois, called to pay their 
respects and advise with Secretary 
Cortelyou as to the propriety of pro- 
ceeding with the arrangements for 
Illinois day at the exposition, which 
was set for next Monday. 


Secretary Cortelyou told them it 


was the president's own desire that 
none of the features of the exposition 
should be diisturbed by his illness, 
and assured them there would be not 
the slightest impropriety in going 
ahead with the arrangements.

with the affairs of the Lake Shore 
states that the Lake Shore people are 
looking for excellent results through 
its acquiring control of the Lake 
Erie and Western, says the Indian- 
apolis Journal. 
Since reorganized 


by the Brice syndicate the company 
has not borrowed money; every dol* 
lar put into improvement of the prop- 
erty 'has come from the earnings, and 
the Lake Shore people are pursuing 
the same methods with the road at 
present. 
The Lake Shore has con- 


trolled the property eighteen months 
and lias expended money liberally in 
improving the roadbed, and will soon 
equip it with rolling stock second to 
no road in the country.

Ormsby, known also under half a 


dozen aliases, is in the present in- 
stance charged with impersonating a 
government official and defrauding 
John Aman, an ex-soldier residing 
near Avilla. out of the sum of $2.85 
on or about July 25 last, and it is be- 
lieved at least a dozen other soldiers 
in Noble mid DeKalb counties have 
been taken in for various amounts by 
Ormsby's smooth .tactics. 


HOW HE WORKS IT. 


Ormsbv's method was to visit a 


small town under pretext of seeking 
a lost boy, supposed to be stopping 
with some unknown pensioner. From 
a notary public he would obtain the 
names of ex-soldiers who were re- 
ceiving pensions, ,aud as rapidly as 
possible visit them with the repre- 
sentation that he was an official in 
thft United States pension office for 
Indiana, acting under the authority 
of State Pension Agent Leighty. He 
would represent that some irregu- 
larity had been discovered in their 
pension papers, and that they were 
in danger of either having the pen- 
sion greatly reduced or having it cut 
off altogether.

The scare caused by even, the faint- 


est Indication of trouble in. connec- 
tion -with the president's 
wounds, 


coming on the heels of the steady and 
continued Improvement, 
was only 


natural under the circumstances. 


But there is absolutely no reason 


to doubt the frankness of the official 
statement of the physicians that the 
opening 
of a few stitches of 
the 


wound lasl night "cannot g-ive rise 
to other complications.1' 


And T)r. Rixf.y this morning was 


emphatic in liia 
insistence of the 


complete truth of the statement. The 
opening of the wound was ill no sense 
an operation. 
It was more m- the 


nature of a redressing- of the wound, 
aai antiseptic dressing to allay the 
slight irritation that had appeared. 
WAS SLEEPING PEACEFULLY. 
Between 1 a. m. and daylight, when 


one of the nurses came out for a 
breath of air and stated that the 
president 
vtna slc-ping- peacefully. 


there were no evidences about the 
Milburn residence of the least trace 
of excitement. 
Indeed it was more 


than unusually quiet. 
The Lights 


were kept burning through the night 
very low and no one appeared to be 
stirring1 in that portion of the honse 
where President McKinley rlnes. No 
callers appeared nnd no one emerged 
therefrom. 
Secretary Cortelyou and 


Mr. Milburn. came over to the press 
tent at 1 o'clock to assure the news- 
paper men that there was no occa- 
sion for alarm. 


The fact tliat the wound in the 


president's abdomen is not healing- by 
"first intention," is not n situation 
unusual in such cases, explained one 
of the president's physicians. 
On 


the contrary it is usual for gunshot 
wounds to he.il Ln what is termed 
"second intention" through granula- 
tion. 
Especially is this thf* c.ise 


with older persons, whereas, in the 
cass of young people they usually 
heal by "first intention." 


NO BLOOD POISONING. 


"There is absolutely no indication 


of blood poisoning in the president's 
case," said the doctor when a news- 
paper man hinted that the irritation 
which had appeared at-the exterior 
wound might ha\-e partaken of that 
nature. 


As the morning- advanced and the 


usual activities of the day began the 
feeling of -confidence began to grow 
strong-er. • It "was noted ns a. good 
sign that the physicians outside of 
the house had not returned up to 8:10 
o'clock, so that It was clear there had 
been no alarming symptoms during 
the early hours of the morning. The 
day was bleak and cheerless and gave 
a rather gloomy mitlook ns to the 
surroundings. 


The sky w.is overcast, with prom- 


ises of rain. 
The scene about the 


house WHS much as it has been for 
the last four days. 
The military p.i- 


trcl was shifted at 8 o'clock and the 
sentries who had paced bo fore the 
house throughout the nig-ht g-avn 
place to fresh men. 


MORNING CONSULTATION.

INTENSE ANXIETY. 


The stay of the doctors wao rather 


longer-than usual, but this was to be 
expected after the events of last 
night. There was intense anxiety to 
learn the first announcement of the 
morning-, as this wss looked forward 
to an an index of the day. 
It \ 


noted that no cabinet 
officer had 


called since early last evening, so 
that it was apparent that those near- 
est to the president in an official ca- 
pacity were not alarmed over the 
happenings of last night. 


The conference broke up at 0:15 


and five minutes later Dr. Mynter 
left the house. 


"It's all good news," said he, as he 


reached the rope at which half a,hun- 
dred newspaper men were congre- 
gated. 
"The action we took last 


night has proved beneficial and I 
feel more confident in the president's 
recovery than at any time since he 
was shot. Everything is favorable 
and we have tripled tho amount of 
nourishment, giving him now three 
tenspoousful of beef juice every hour 
Instead of on*1. 
\ 


RECOVERY WILL JQE SLOW. 
'But the president's recovery will 


be very slow. All talk of .-him alL- 
ttng up in a. few days nnd leaving 
Buffalo in. a weelc is nonsense. 
I 


shall "be satisfied it he can be moved 
in six weeks." 


Dr. Mynter said that Dr. Mann had j 


j toty to 


taken out .the stitcnes la the wound 
last night. He- described the neces- 
sity for the action, explaining tint 
an irritation of the skin was not '.in- 
usual in such cases. He said that, 
generally 
speaking, the president 


was doing excellently. 
He drank 


water freely, passed it freely, and the 
condition of his bowels was satis- 
factory. Dr. 
Uoswell Park, 
who 


came from the house two minutes 
later, gave the most positive assur- 
ances of satisfaction at the condit:o?i 
of affairs and in addition gave the 
Associated Press many of the cir- 
cumstantial details of the case at this 
moment to allay any apprehensions. 


NOT AN OPERATION. 


"What was done last night." said 


he, "should not be called a' second- 
ary operation' or tiny 'operation' at 
all, as it was nothing of that kind. 
It was just that ordinary care given 
to an incision that is called for by the 
requirements of surgery. In fact, as 
affecting the patient, it was little 
more than opening his vest, so the 
opening of the incision should not be 
given an erroneous interpretation. 
No one of us in particular performed 
the work, as might be the case it any- 
thing- In the nature of an operation 
bad occurred, but of all us assisted in 
what was done. Two stitches were 
Liken out, but It was not necessary 
to make any new stitches." 


At this moment Mayor Diehl drove 


up and inquired of Dr. P.ark as to the 
real condition of affairs. 


"It could not be better," answered 


Dr. Park, in a most positive manner. 


•'The president is doing well and 


everything- following; what was done 
last night has been most natural and 
satisfactory." 


NO ANESTHETICS USED. 


Then continuing his replies to the 


Associated Press, Dr. Park said: 


"No anesthetics were necessary or 


•were even though of, as the course 
adopted was entirely too unimport- 
ant for anything1 of that kind. There 
has been no resort to nny artificial 
processes. 
The president was per- 


fectly conscious nnd calm, and there 
was not the slightest depression fol- 
lowing the incident." 


Dr. Park was asked as to the opera- 


tion of the bowels followiug the first 
administration of beef juice by the 
mouth last night. 


"The results have been excellent." 


he replied, "and this morning1 we 
have increased the beef juice fed by 
the mouth. 
The bowels have moved 


showing' that the natural digestive 
processes are operating and that the 
wounds'in the side of the stomach 
are not interfering with the proper 
assimilation of food going into it." 


REASSURING ITEM. 


The bulletin dated 0 o'clock was 


given out nt 9:45. and wns considered 
very reassuring in every way, bear- 
ing- out in nil official way the state- 
ments made by the physicians before 
its appearance. 


Drs. McBtivney and Mann emerg-Rd 


from the house together at 10:08. Dr. 
•McBumey indicated not the slightest 
airxiety and he expressed surprise 
when informed that alarmist stories 
had followed the 
issuance of last 


night's bulletin. 


•'I think the-bulletin was perfectly 


fr:mk." said he to an Associated 
Press representative. "We all unit- 
ed in the assurance that no complica- 
tions-round follow." 


Dr. McBurney then explained the 


character of the irritation which had 
made the reopening of the incision 
necessary. 


"It, WRS caused," said he, "just as 


we stated, by the fact that a piece o£ 
the president's coat was carried into 
the body by the bullet—not far, not 
over nn inch. The bullet then slipped 
on through the fat. 
The fragment 


of the coat •was, of course, removed 
"when the operation was performed.

into tbe body," he replied. 
"Wher- 


ever contamination, is possible that 
Is H-ible to occur. 
Of course, in crises 


of simple operations, where clean in- 
struments are used, nothing of the 
sort should happen.

tation occurs pus or serum Is some- 
times found 
when

opened." 


"Was any pus found in this case?" 
"No, not a suggestion of pus. There 


was a thin fluid exuded as a result of 
the inflammation as was to be ex- 
pected." 


Dr. McBurney said he had not de- 


cided just when he would return 
home. "If I i-emain over tonight," 
he said, "it will be solely because of 
my intense interest in the case." 


COULD MOVE M'KINLEY. 


When asked as to when the preai 


dent could be moved, tie said that no 
question AS to tliat had arisen. 


"If it were necessary," said h*. 


"he could -be moved today. He could 
be placed in an ambulance, taken to 
the train, placed on a lounge in a 
special car and taken, to Washington. 
That is, so far as his" condition is 
concerned.

why he should not enjoy every com- 
fort and take his time about i'.. It

Dr. McBurney said that the inter 


ior wounds had healed. 
Thar, In 


said, was proved 'by -the minner in 
which tlie president had digested tho 
beef juice given to him last night. 
He said the president has relished 
the nourishment given Oiim and that 
tomorrow he would be given white 
of egg and perhaps something else. 


Dr. Mann, who performed the orig- 


inal operation last Friday and who 
did the dressing of the1 wound 1 
night, concurred in the- expression Of 
confidence which the other doctors 
bad given. 


MAY LET HIM SMOKE. 


"What was done last night,'' said 


Dr. Mann, "was merely the usual 
dressing- of the incision of the abdo- 
men requisite to keep itJ-in proper 
condition. The results were entirely 
satisfactory and the president's con- 
dition this morning shows the benefit 
of what was done. 
He is cheerful 


and confident. In fact, he is doing 
well that I would not be surprise:; if 
we let him have n cigar'before long. 


"As to just when he can be moved, 


that is not being considered, for the 
reason that he is much better off here 
than he -would be in Washing1:on. 
There the weather is intolerable in 
September, but here it is cool and 
bracing, which will count much 
the stages of convalescence. 


"One 
of tho most depressing- heat 


periods I ever experienced was in 
Washington, in September, so that, 
all things considered, I think that 
you will lend much to the president's 
recovery to remain where he is at 
least initil October." 


Dr. Mann was asked as to the rela- 


tion of the outer incision to the inner 
wounds of the stomach. 


"They are quite separate," said he. 


"The wounds of the stomach are 
those made by the bullet, while the 
outer incision was that required by 


j the surgical operation immediately 


j after the shooting. As to the wounds 
of the stomach, they were closed dur- 


I ing the operation, and now sufficient 
' time has elapsed to permit 
the 


sutures to heal by natural process. 
That this is progressing nicely is evi- 
dent from the restoration of the nor- 
mal digestive processes. Until last 
night we had not permitted food to 
enter the stomach by way of the 
mouth. 
But the administration of 


beef juice has proved so satisfactory 
that we have doubled the amount and 
will add the white of eggs. He 
receiving as much as three and four 
teaspoousful of beef juice an hour 
nnd this will be gradually increased." 


NO TROUBLE PROM BULLET. 
Dr. Mann was asked if the treat- 


ment of the wounds would in any 
way effect the course to be pursued 
as to extracting- the bullet. 


"Not at all," he replied- "There is 


no need of extracting the bullet. I 
•have known a man who carried A 
bullet in the muscles of his heart. 
In this case the -bullet is encysted by 
this time and it is not a feature of 
the case to give further-'concern " 


A CABINET CONFERENCE. 


Buffalo,

THE ASSASSIN'S STOB-Y. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 9.~-The state- 


ment of Leon Czolgosz made to the 
police, transcribed and signed by tha 
prisoner is as follows: 


"I was born in Detroit nearly 29 


years ago. My parents wew Russian 
Poles. They came here 41 years ago. 
I got my education in the public 
schools of Detroit and then went to 
Cleveland, where I got work. 
In 


Cleveland I read books on socialism 
and met a great many socialists. 
I 


was pretty well known as a socialist 
in the west. After being in Cleve- 
land for several yea re I went to 
Chicago, where I remained seven 
months, after •which I went to New- 
burg, on the outskirts of Cleveland, 
and went to work in the Newburg 
wire mills. 


"During the last five years I have 


had as friends anarchists in Chica- 
go, 'Cleveland, • Detroit 
and 
other 


eastern cities and I suppose I be- 
came more or leas bitter. 
Yes, I 


know I was bittar. 
I never had 


much luck 
at anything and this 


preyed upon me. If made me mor- 
ose and envious, but what starred 
the craze to kill was a lecture I 
heard some little time ago by Emma 
Goldman. 
She wss in Cleveland, 


and I and other anarchists went to 
hear her. She set me on fire. 


'•Her 
doctrine . that 
all rulers 


should be exterminated was what sot 
me to thinking so that 
my head 


nearly split with pain.1 Hiss GoH- 
niaii's words went right through mo, 
and when I left the lecture I had 


did not knew just what. I thought 


>f shooting- the president, but I had 
.ot fanned a plan. 


;'I went to live at 1078 Broad- 


way, which is a saloon and hotel. 
John Vowok, a Pole, a sort of poli- 
ician who lias led his people there 
or years, owns it. I told Wowak L 
came to see the fair. He knew noth- 
ng1 about what- was setting j-.vt 
crazy. I 
went 
to the exposition- 


grounds a couple of times a uay. 
Not until Tuesday morning did the

take hold of me. 
It was in my 


leart. There was no escape for me. 
I could not have conquered it had 
iny life been at stake. • There were 
rhousands of people in town. I heard 
it was president's day. 
All those 


people seemed 'bowing- to the great 
ruler. I mnde iip my mind to ktll 
that ruler, I bought a 32-coHbre 
revolver and loaded it 


"On Tuesday nig-ht I went to the 


fair grounds and was near the rail- 
road 
gate when the presidential 


party arrived. I tried to get noar 
him but the police forced me "back. 
They forced everybody back so that 
the great ruler could pass. I was 
close to the president -when he got 
into the grounds, but was afraid to 
attempt the assassination 
because 


there were so many men in the body- 
guard that watched him. I .was not 
afraid of them or that I .should get 
hurt, but afraid I might be seized 
and that my chance would ba gone 
forevar. 
. 
... 


"Well, he went away that time and 


I went home. On Wednesday I went 
to the grounds and stood light near 
the president, right under him, near 
the stand from which he spoke. I 
though half a dozen times of shoot- 
ing while lie was 'Speaking, but I 
could not get close enoug-h. 
I was 


afraid I might miss and the great 
crowd was jostling and I was afraid 
lest my aim fail. I waited Wednes- 
day and the president , got into his 
carriage again and a lot of men were 
about him and formed a cordon that 
I could not get through., I was tossed 
about by the crowd and -my spirits 
were getting pretty low. I was al- 
most hopeless that nig-ht as I went 
home. 


"Friday morning I went again 


to the exposition grounds. 
Emma 


Goldman's speech was still burning 
me up. I waited near the central en- 
trance for the president, who was tc 
board his special train .from tluit 
gate, but the police allowed nobody 
but the president's party to pass 
where the train waite'd, so I stayed 
at the grounds all day, waiting. 


"During Friday I first thought 


of hiding my pistol under my hand- 
kerchief. I was .afraid if I had to 
draw it from my pocket I would be 
seen and seized by the guards. I got 
to the Temple of Music the first one 
and waited at the spot where the re- 
ception was to be held. 
Then he 


came—the president—the ruler—and 
I got in line and trembled and trem- 
bled until I got right up to Mm and 
then I shot him twice through my 
white handkerchief. I would have 
fired more, but I was stunned by a 
blow in the face—a frightful blow 
that knocked me down—and then 
everybody jumped on me. I thought 
I.would be killed, and was surprised 
at the way they treated me." 


Czolgosz ended his story in utter 


exhaustion.. When he had about con- 
cluded he was asked: 


""Oid you.really mean to kill *the 


president?" 


"I did," was the cold-blooded re- 


ply. 


"What was your motive; what goad 


could it do?" he was asked. 


"I am an anarchist. I am a dis- 


ciple of Emma Goldman. Her words 
set me on fire," he replied, with not 
the slightest tremor. 


"I deny that I have had an accom- 


plice at any time,'1 Czolgosz told Dis- 
trict Attorney Penny. "I don't-re- 
gret my act, because Iwasdoingwhnt 
I could for the great cause. 
I am 


not connected with. the Patcrson 
group, or with those anarchists who 
sent Bresci to Italy to kill Humbert. 
I had no confidants; no one to heli> 
me. I was alone, absolutely."

half-burned buildings. The Chinese 
police, under their European officers, 
were unable to prevent the looting, 


except in a small degr.ee and before 
the second evening1 had passd large 
numbers of regular soldiers were 
nailed out. .At that time many pea 
pie had been killed in fights and 
there were. dead bodies 
in every 


street. Five- men were killed by the 
falling of a three story 
building. 


The carnage on the streets was aw- 
ful. 
The -soldiers, mounted, dashed 


up 'the main -thoroughfares stabbing 
to death or trampling upder horses 
feet tliH rabbars, who were carrying 
a way" goods in .every direction. Even 
though knocked 'down, the natives, 
who were running away with stolen 
goods, held on -to their 'bundles. The 
horsemen thrust them through the 
legs and arms with swords, to nialre 
them drop these, and even then some 
of the coolies clung- with such des- 
peration that .they were put to death 
where they had been knocked over.

rights for which it clamors are to 
destroy all law which offers society 
protection; to break up those insti 
tutions' which animate and feed the

people and 


which distinguishes our civilization 
from 
that 
found in heathendom. 


Anarchy would lay in ashes every 
church and school house and college 
in the whole land. It would put an 
end to progress and virtue and es- 
tablish a society of godless, lawless, 
stenchful, lustful 
human butchers. 


It would drive a dagger 
through 


your heart, 
put a torch 
to your 


dwelling and to industry and free- 
dom. 


"Under 
a complete reign of the 


gospel such deeds could not be. Nay, 
such deeds could not enter into the 
thoughts of men. 
The man today 


who sympathises with .the perpetra- 
tor of such a black crime ought to 
be treated as an outlaw and a heath- 
en.''

The future of the Eel River rail-

the secretary of state. 
The directors

with the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
road, making a short route from 
Louisville and other cities in that 
part of the country to the resorts and 
lumber regions of the north.

vides that the company shall bp al- 
lowed to use as many of the streets 
covered by this contract and the 
original franchise, hut stipulates that 
such streets as are not used and oper- 
ated within one year shall be deemed 
as being abandoned and all the com- 
pany's rights thereon shall cease. 
The franchise also provides for sev- 
eral changes in the matter of com- 
pensation to the city and soma 
changes in stipulations made neces- 
sary by the change of route. Gen- 
eral Manager Nelson, of the South- 
western, submitted the matter, which 
was only received for consideration 
and will be taken up for actioa at 
some future meeting. 0. E. Fleming 
was present and said that lie would 
object to the entrance to the city of 
the road over the proposed route.

situation in McKeesport reached an 
acute stage this morning and serious 
trouble was feared as a result of the 
efforts of tlie striking tube workers 
to prevent men from returning to 
work as they did Saturday. Tho ef- 
fort was almost perfectly successful 
and where last week from 800 to 
1,000 men went back into the mill, 
not more than a dozen were able thi' 
morning to elude the multitude 01 
pickets and get back into the mill. 


There w.is great excitement in Mc- 


Xccsport this morning- ns n result of 
this turning- out of the strikers, more 
than at any time yet. 


Something' over 2,000 strikers con- 


gregated about the great plant of tht 
National Tube company shortly after 
midnight and remained there until 
this morning. Every approach to the 
mill was guarded most vigilantly mid 
around the main entrance more than 
600 
strikers 
and 
. sympathizers 


gathered. The streets adjacent to the 
malls were crowded and as men ap- 
proached to go to work they were met 
and turned back. 


At Demmler a crowd of fully SOO 


strikers gathered about the planr, 
and1.'while they were orderly, they 
refused to obey the orders of the fifty 
deputy sheriffs on. guard. 


Fewer workmen reported from Mc- 


Keesport . than last week, though 
move men 
came by boat from 


Duquesjie. 


As the morning advanced the ex- 


citement in McKeesport increased and 
by noon .the streets were crowded. 
A large crowd assembled around the 
raJlroatl station, and watched all 
trains for imported, men. Strikers ;n 
skiffs also patrolled the river. Ex- 
citement 1ms not been so tense since 
the strike began and the- possibility 
of trouble seems to be -great. 


SIGNS OF PEACE.

MEXICAN GOVERNMENT TO UNDERTAKE TASK-PTOQUEB- 


THE CAUSE OF NATION'S BACXWABDNESS. 


The government of Mexico is think- 


ing of taking up tie cause of tem- 
perance 'to a limited extent, says B. 
P. Thompson in a letter tvom the 
City of Mexico. 


Hereafter the liquor traffic, except 


lor slight taxes oil the manufacturer, 
1ms heen almost unrestricted, the re- 
tail dealer merely paying the stamp 
tax on the amount of business done. 
This has resulted in saloons of one 
sort or nnoSier lieing so numerous in 
the republic as to outnumber all other 
classes of business. 
The effect 011 


the people, and especially the -work- 
ing classes, has heen far from good. 
Bow the government purposes to see 
what it can do about it. 
The first 


step considered is the placing of a 
fairly heavy tax on all pulqueries. 
This, it is thought, will lesson the 
number of these drinking dens, -will 
elevate the character of those which 
remain and -will— by this indirectly 
increasing the cost of pulque— force 
the working people to drink less and 
thus 'be able to work more. 


It is an undeniable fact that the 


Mexican, native's love for liquor and 
his ability to g-et it 'for almost noth- 
ing has tended to i-e'tard the develop- 
ment of the country. 
So long as he 


can get liquor and has a little some- 
thing to eat he does not want 'to work. 
Nature has saved him from these per- 
plexities by "the Climate she has -be- 
stowed on the country. 
Consequent- 


ly liquor has come to be the main in- 
ducement for Mm to- work. 
So he 


labors until Saturday night, when he 
gets paid. 
Sunday he gets drunk. 


Monday he should go to work again. 
But he doesn't. 
The effect of Sun- 


day's debauch hasn't worn off and, 
besides, he has a few cents left. 
So 


Monday is spent at the pulquerie and 
two days of the week have been was't- 
od or Tvorss. 


WILL ATTEMPT BEFOBM. 


"With this trait of his character so 


developed that Monday has come to 
he known as "San Lunes,"— Holy 
Monday — the government thinks that 
it will take a Hand and attempt a re- 
form. Private citizens have attempt- 
ed tfhem 'before time and again, but 
with little success. 
On the planta- 


tions, in the mines, 'in the factories, 
the strongly:fixed San Lunes habit 
curtails production and thampers the 
men who have invested their money 
in the big enterprises. 'If they .could 
do away with 'it they -would gladly 
pay their workmen better wages. Not 
long ago some of the chief employers 
of the republic discussed Bie ques- 
tion and tried to find some remedy f or 
"Holy Monday." 
At last they de- 


vised a plan which they hoped would 
be effective. 
They offered -prizes for 


every laborer in their employ who 
should get through the month with- 
out falling a victim to San Lunes. 
Still larger prizes were offered for 
those laborers who should manage to 
exist 'for a month without getting 
drunk at all. 
The offer was kept in 


force for several months. 
But not 


a person ever appeared to claim any 
of the rewards. 


And pulque and pulqueries are lield 


to be responsible for inine-tenUhs of 
this drunkenness. 
Pulque, as the 


encyclopaedia will tell, is the fer- 
mented juicB.of it-he maguey, the "cen- 
tury plant" of the United States hot 
houses. 
It looks like watered milk, 


has a .taste and odor peculiar to it- 
self and as an intoxicant can hardly 
be equalled. 
Below the arid'belt of 


northern Mexico maguey plants are 
raised by the million for the salie o* 
the pulque they will produce. 
The 


industry is such a thriving one that 
the pulque, some of it undoubtedly 
adulterated and rendered still worse 
in its effects on the consumer, is sold 
in tho shops of 'this city at 3 cents. 
Mexican currency, for a litro, or a 
trifle over a cent a quart, American 


lomewhat worn away and the sleeper 
awakes he is expected to buy more 
of the fermented plant juice. Thus, 
sleeping and drinking, he can pass 
the time until the closing hour comes. 
For pulqueries this is 6:30 in 
the 


evening, and not a pulquerie proprie- 
tor fails to observe the law. It is not 


good thing to trifle with the Mexi- 


can government, and these saloon- 
keepers know that the law was made 
to be obeyed. They are so obedient 
in this that there is little doubt that 
if the government imposed other re- 
strictions they 
would be observed 


with equal care. 
To the northern 


mind a law which would prevent the 
selling of liquor to children, so that 
mere boys would not be seen stagger- 
ing on the street, or women asleep 
on the sidewalks 
in front 
of the 


shops, would be the first suggested 
improvement. This may come in tile 
reform which the government is con- 
sidering. 


WHAT SALOONS LOOK LIKE. 
In themselves the pulqueries are 


curious places and there are many 
odd customs connected 
witli them. 


All are painted outside and inside 
in gaudy colors, bright red, with 
stripes of yellow and blue, toeing the 
Combination most 
affe'cted. Above 


the doors hang streamers of paper 
arranged in fantastic designs, 
the 


red, 
yellow and blue still prevailing, 


and the paper usually being cut so 
as to hang in long penants. Inside 
there is nothing 
but the painte'd 


walls, the bar, behind which are the 
glasses and-Barrels of pulque, and the 
stone floor, sloppy and foul-smelling 
from the liquor which 'has heen 
spilled by" the drunken 
customers. 


But though there is far from being 
anything attractive about the places 
themselves, the proprietors seem to 
find it necessary to select the fanciest 
and most unsuitable names for their 
establishments. 
No .pulquerie is 


complete without a poetical name, 
and the fancier it is the better suited 
is the owner. "The Pearl of Eeform" 
is one which has been chosen by hall 
a dozen men in this city, and "The 
G'olden Eagle" is another well-liked

EVIL TOO QBEAT TOR W. C. T. U.

The most severe

most of them is that they encourage 
drunkenness in their customers and 
sell them pulque so long as they have

any money with which to buy it- 
With such a disposition on the part 
of the proprietor, and with a perfect 
willingness on the part of the peon, 
his wife and his children to get drunk 
and stay drunk as long: as possible, 
the pulquerie managers to work an 
incalculable amount of injury with- 
out an effort. It is not only largely 
responsible for San Lunes and the 
difficulties that holiday brings to em- 
ployers, but it helps to keep the peon 
where he is, both educationally and 
morally, at the very foot of the social 
ladder. 


The ladies of the W. C. T. TJ. in the 


United States have'tried to fight this 
evil. They sent missionaries and lec- 
turers to this'country, and all did 
the best they could. Some of them 
are still at -work in different parts 
of the republic. But it is doubtful 
of for all their labor a single glass of 
pulque went unsold. 
The evil was 


beyond their reach. 
It needs a 


stronger hand than theirs to deal 
with it. That hand may be prepar- 
ing to act, and if it is the hand of 
President Diaz it will act firmly for 
the public good.

DEVOID OF PRINCIPLE. 


If the pulquerie proprietors made 


some effort to restrain their patrons' 
appetites or kept their places free 
from objectionable 
characters the 


government might not be considering 
its present 'crusade. But they put no 
limit on the liquor to be sold, and so 
long as a man, woman or child has 
the three cents for a litro 
of th 


drink they can get it. The result i 
that at nearly every qulquerie can b 
seen a group of half-drunken peon 
standing outside the door, while in 
side are standing-peons still drunke 
and usually several fast asleep. 


In some of the pulqueries accom 


modations are prepared for such o 
the patrons as are overcome. 
Th 


Mexican peon doesn't need much, s 
the pulquerie proprietor doesn't pro 
vide much. He merely places on th 
floor, against the wall at short di 
tances, blocks of -stone about the si 
and shape of those used for Belgia 
paving in American cities. On the 
the overcome patron seats himse 
and sleep's more or less undisturbed. 
Whea tht effect's of the pulque are

Each barrel 
of pr.lqus that is opened in them 
meat ':c nr.mcd after some man who 
lives In the vicinity of the shop and 
who is r, customer of it; Usually the 
name is chosen by the proprietor and 
is that of some customer who chances 
to be in the place when the cask is 
tapped. 
But at times, and nearly 


always on Sunday and San Lunes, 
the rivalry among the customers as 
to whose name shall :be given to a 
new barrel grows heated. Then the 
men boast of their strength, their 
past deeds and their future expecta- 
tions. 
The owner of the shop acts 


as a judge, 
who passes upon the 


claims, and finally bestows the name 
df one of the 
men to the 
barrel. 


They drink as they talk, and it not 
infrequently happens that by the 
time a ban-el is named it is almost 
empty. 
Then the argument begins 


anew and lasts until the drinkers are 
chased out at closing time to find 
their way home as best they can. 


A TRAIT CAUSES TROUBLE. 
This habit of boasting- sometimes 


helps the police. It did not long ago 
when it solved several 
mysteries 


which they had been unable to 
fathom. This came about on a recent 
San Lunes at a pulqueria in a barrios 
where the residents are of none too 


igh a character. A new barrel was 
o be named and as usual the men in 
he place began boasting of their

HORSES OF LONG AGO. 
•

Ever since the siege of Paris horse- 


flesh lias been >a favorite food in cer- 
tain quarters of Paris, but it is 
'doubtful if it (will be,as popular in 
future, for Professor Pflueger, aTvell- 
known German physiologist, has just 
published a work in rarhieh lie claims 
that horseflesh is injurious to every 
one iwho eats ifc. 


During a whole month he led sev- 


eral dogs exclusively on horseflesh 
aud found that, no matter 'how much 
food'lie gave them, they became thin- 
ner every day. 
Furthermore, he dis- 


covered' that all of them soon be- 
g-an to suffer from some gastric trou- 
ble. 
A similar experiment was then 


tried on a St. Bernard dog, and the 
result was that he lost much -weight 
during a week that "he was fed ex- 
clusively on horseflesh and regained 
it rapidly as soon as he was supplied 
with, other food. 
On some days the 


horseflesh was cooked 'and on others 
uncooked, but the effect produced by 
it was always the same. 


Professor Pflueger says that the 


reason -why horseflesh, is injurious is 
because it contains some .poisonous 
substance, the exact nature of -which 
Tie has not as yet foeen able to ascer- 
tain. 
He thought at first that the 


reason was 'because there was very 
little fat on the flesfli, and therefore 
on two or three days he mixed a con- 
siderable quantity of sucn fat, which 
he had carefully collected, with the 
dogs' rations. 
No •beneficial result, 


However, -was obtained thereby, and, 
as the animals continued .to lose flesh 
and to suffer internally he conceived 
the idea of mixing witli the horse- 


eeds. As they talked a gendarme in 
itizen's clothing passed along. He 
aught a few words of the conversa- 
lon and saw it would be valuable to 
im. So he walked into the place 
nd ordered some pulque. 
Of the 


oasters and contestants for the honor 
f naming the barrel nearly all were 
ateros or pickpockets. 
In their 


desire to show their prowess they be- 
gan to tell of their deeds of petty 
hievery. Their equality was so evi- 
dent in this that the proprietor of the 
pulqueria refused to award any one 
of them the prize. 


Then "they turned to more daring 


deeds of law-breaking, to thieving 
from houses and stores and finally fo 
burglary. During all this time the 
gendarme sipped his pulque, noted 
the faces and confessions of the men 
and invented a few deeds of his own 
to urge the others on. But even in 
burglary none of the drinkers could 
claim special pre-eminence over the 
others. Finally in a burst of daring 
and determined to have his name 
given to the barrel, one of the men 
told how he had entered a house foi 
the purpose of robbing it and, being 
interrupted by an old woman while 
at his work, had strangled her. To 
show Uiat his story was true he told 


flesh some fat taken from the loins of 
sheep, cows and pigs. 
This ,was a 


happy thought. 
The dogs quickly 


'began to recover their health and 
strength, and the professor naturally 
concluded that these different kinds 
of fat which he had mixed with their 
food possessed the desired anti-toxic 
properties. 


His advice, then, to persons who 


like to eat hoi-seflesh and who desire 
to feed their dogs on it is to mix with 
the fresh fat from the loins of sheep 
or cows in the proportion of twenty- 
five grammes of fat to every kilo- 
gramme of horseflesh. 
This plan, he 


claims, should ibe adopted in zoologic- 
al gardens where many carnivorous 
animals are fed exclusively on horse- 
flesh. 
He also says that horseflesh 


should be boiled in water, and that 
the water should then be thrown 
away. 


It is at once inspiring and over- 


whelming to converse with Sir Nor- 
man Lockyer, says London Black and 
White, upon his work in the domain 
of solar "physic5—overwhelming be- 
cause of the immensity of the sub- 
ject, inspiring because of the abso- 
lute certainty and entire confidence 
with which he explains his operations 
and points to" the direction by which 
results may be hoped for. It will be 
remembered that Sir Norman has ex- 
pressed the hope that in a few years' 
time meteorologists will be able as 
the result of observation of solar 
phenomena to predict the time, and 
even, perhaps, the place in India, iit 
which famine may he expected, and 
so enable to give warning of high 
and low floods in. Egypt. 
The vast 


importance of such a work as this is 
too obvious to need emphasis. Apart 
from the humane consideration as to 
health and happiness, its commercial 
significance would be enormous in 
ways which are apparent. 


The amount of labor involved in 


completing the task to which he has 
set his hand is enormous and diffi- 
cult beyond, comprehension, but Sir 
Norman and -his staff are working 
methodically along at the " Solar 
Physics observatory, at South Ken- 
sington, and have so far pieced up 
the threads of the solar skein as to 
justify a promise as to the ultimate 
success of the work. Sun spots and 
"prominences" are the mute prophets 
of ill tidings from which the secrets 
are to be wrung. For more than a 
quarter of a century his attention 
has been devoted to the subject, and 
examination of all the data obtain- 
able bearing upon droughts has given 
him a possible clew to the causes 
whose devastating- effects we too fre- 
quently see in hunger-stricken India. 
Between the condition of sun spots 
and prominences/ and plentitude of 
rain or its lack, a. distinct connection 
is more than suggested. . The sub- 
ject is too technical an'd abtruse for 
effective treatment in the present ar- 
ticle, 'but it may briefly be said that 
upon the variations of the spots am 
prominences the meteorological con- 
dition of India and Egypt depends. 
*** 


"I have shown," said Sir Norman, 
'that the famines which have de- 
vastated India during the last thirty 
or 
forty years ' have followed a 


definite law, and, of course, one there- 
fore assumes that a similar thing 
may happen in the next thirty or 
forty years; having that law, we 
ought to be able, in some cases at all 
events, to observe that certain times 
are more apt to be associated with 
famines than other times." 


It has been argued that, inasmuch 


as the sun spots occupy, as to some 
of them, only an infinitesimal space 
on the surface of the sun, they are 
too minute to affect the meteorologi- 
cal results with which they are as- 
sociated. But Sir Norman points out 
that the greater disturbance of cer- 
tain zones of .solar latitude is more 
influential 
than 
the 
amount of 


spotted area determined from spots 
in various latitudes. 
"Sun spots,'' 


he said, "may be only millionths of 
the area, but these prominences form 
one-sixth of the sun's visible hemis- 
phere ,and with these in a state of 
disturbance the effects upon the earth 
are very important. The sun spots 
themselves are only a very feeble in-

"Having- suffered," he s'ays, "for 


nearly a quarter o-f a century from 
much inconvenience, owing to the 
lack of good light during 'the long 
nights in the tropics, I finally re- 
solved to try if I could make such a 
light, knowing that, if 1.succeeded, 
my discovery .would prove of great 
advantage to those tropical countries 
like the Congo, for example, into 
which petroleum cannot be imported 
under favorable conditions.

be selected as inauguration day was 
as follows: When the requisite num- 
ber of states 'had ratified the new con- 
stitution the old congress passed a 
resolution September 13, 1788, pro- 
viding that the first Wednesday in 
Januavy next be the day for appoint- 
ing- electors in the several states, the 
nvst Wednesday in February the day 
for the electors to assemble in their 
respective states and vote for a presi- 
dent, and the first Wednesday in 
March the time, and New York city 
the place, for commencing proceed- 
ings under the new constitution. 


The first Wednesday in March of 


the year 1789 fell on the fourth day, 
and thus became the initial date of 
the presidential and congressional 
years. 


On account of the distances and 


difficulties of travel in those days, a 
quorum of both houses of congress 
did not assemble until April 6 so as 
to count the electoral vote. 
Wash- 


ington then had to be formally noti- 
fied of his election, although it had 
long been known, and it was not un- 
til the 30th of April that he was in- 
augurated. 
He was thus shorn, of 


nearly two months of his term, as 
cong-vess had fixed the 4th of March 
ns the beginning of the new govern- 
ment.—Chicago Journal.

THE TBAOHEES. 


Advantages of Traveling Libraries 


Was Presented at the County 


Institute Today. 


i

At this morning's session of the 


Allen county teachers' institute Prof. 
•McGilvery completed his talk on the 
educational ideal, instead of taking 
up the subject of the principles of 
school management, which the pro- 
gram indicated. He said that self- 
sacrifice is one of the highest ideals 
and the educated man should feel 
his insignificance. The speaker re- 
ferred to eminent characters In edu- 
cational history in substantiation of | 
the statement that the better a man's ' 
education is the more is it his duty 
to impart that education to others. 


Miss Hoagland, a member of the 


state library board, gave a short talk 
on traveling libraries, with a view 
of having them plced in Allen county 
within reacii of those who do not now 
have access to a library. She said 
•the northern part of the stats is not 
so well provided with these state li- 
'braries as is the southern, and the 
matter should be taken up by the 


Yesterday afternoon Professor Kal- 


so took up the subject of "Mensura- 
tion," and gave pertinent illustra- 
tions of what is meant by direct and 
indirect measurement. He explained 
the advantages to be gained from a-i 
understanding of the principles of 
direct measurement, showing that 
they weve practicable when applied 
indirectly. 


Professor McGilvrey completed his 


talk on "The Educational Ideal." In 
talking of school management, he ad- 
vanced the ideal, yet practical meth- 
ods of dealing with a child. He is a 
thorough believer in a constructive 
management rather than in the re- 
pressive. Danger lurks in prohibi- 
tory rules and injustice is done the 
pupils, as the things they are not to 
do are emphasized before them rather 
than the things they ought to do. A 
teacher who sets his will against that 
of the pupil until the latter feeis tli.T: 
it is a personal matter and not a 
principle involved, is failing in his 
supposed work of building up char- 
acter. The right way of managing 
pupils is of more value to the pupils 
than the imparting of facts. 


Dr. Calvin closed the afternoon 


with a short talk under the general 
head of "Physiology."

How to apply the rules 


of simple interest is a universal need, 
and .even stocks ana bonds are mat- 
ters of everyday conversation. 
If 


the study of mathematics is to be 
practical, these tilings which are .1 
.part of the routine of business trans- 
actions 
should be taught. 
The 


speaker had no use for complex and 
compound fractions, -because he be- 
lieves 'there is no need for 'them. 
In 


decimals he sees no need of going be- 
yond three or four places. Accuracy 
is far more important, and to add a 
column of figures quickly and cor- 
rectly is much more useful than to 
work out an intricate problem in 
some impractical principle. 
Pro- 


fessor Kelso said there should be bu't 
one recitation in mathematics a day, 
and that the study at mathematics 
should .be begun iu the eighth grade. 


Professor McGilvery apoke of the 


educational ideal from the stand- 
points of emotion and volition. He 
said that an obligation of the teacher 
should be to make his pupils eager 
to pursue the line of investigation 
found in the school room after they 
leave. 
An inquiring mind 'is the 


mark of an educated mind. 


LBCTTIBED ON TAXATION. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


One of the most interesting sessions 


of the teachers' institute thus far was 
held this morning. Professor Xelso 
delivered a very instructive lecture 
on "Taxation,'' which was made 
plain by pertinent illustrations, 
spoke of taxation as an application 
of percentage, and gave a review of 
the expenses of the president and c in- 
gressnicn, pensions, 
internal 
im- 


provements, river and harbor, state 
.government, public school expenses, 
state charities, 
county, city and 


township expenses. After doing this, 
he said the teacher should go to the 
officials of the county and get tne 
amount of taxable property and the 
number of polls, and from these prob- 
lems find the rate of taxation ior 
various purposes and demonstrata 
them to Bite pupil. 
These are live 


problems that will interest the pupil 
and .if teachers would follow this 
plan it would be the making of ci:-:-1 
zenship.

or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose whatever." 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that he 


had used a preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid. 


Francis Frothmiller 
said he had 


bought a quantity of stuff which he 
had been assured was harmless and 
that he had used it, but was detected 
the very first day. He saw no way 
out of the difficulty except by pay- 
ing his little old twenty-five dollars, 
which he did with good grace.
